The Military Department 


HE work in the Military Department of this school has kept 
pace at all times with the high standard set by ‘the Academic 
Department. Since this school was designated as one of 
the ten “Honor Schools” for the year 1920-21, we necessarily 
have been putting forth our best efforts to maintain the 
high standard already attained. It has meant more hours 

of work on the drill ground and more thorough work in the classrooms, but 

can any one conscientiously say that he has not gained considerable benefit 
from it? > ae 

The spirit of the corps during the year has been excellent and each 
cadet has been lending his utmost assistance to make this school the best in 
the United States. What has been accomplished has been done through the 
cheerful and willing codperation of each member of the corps. To the corps 
belongs the lion’s share of the praise for the work that has been done in the 
past, as well as for what it will do in the future. The tendency to rest on 
laurels already won has not been encouraged by any one, and the earnest 
desire to add to them has been predominant throughout the entire year. Let 
us not forget that a great deal of credit is due the efficient staff of tactical 
officers and instructors who have so willingly and untiringly given their time 
and efforts with no desire for reward other than that of developing a well- 
balanced, efficient corps. 

The work during the year has been more diversified than usual, which 
has had a tendency to make it more interesting. The work for the year has 
included such things as gallery practice, range practice, map problems, com- 
bat work, and physical training. Considerable interest was shown in gallery 
practice, and rivalry was aroused by selecting teams from each of the com- 
panies who entered into a competition to determine which company had the 
best team. A competitive match was also held between individual shots to 
determine their standards, and, needless to say, some excellent marksmen 
were developed. : : 

The art of handling men in combat was developed by use of map prob- 
lems. Each student in the several classes was given a situation, or a prob- 
lem that might arise in battle condition, which he was required to solve in the 
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presence of the other members of the class. Following the solution, a dis- 
cussion was held, and the mistakes of the solution pointed out. The result 
was very gratifying, and the men became much better acquainted with the 
principles that applied to combat. 

It is hardly necesary to repeat what may be gained by military training, 
but one prominent feature that should not be overlooked is that of leader- 
ship. One of the easiest means by which that art can be learned is the actual 
handling of men on the drill ground and in the performance of field prob- 
lems. Here a man is confronted with problems which call for quick, cor- 
rect solutions and the proper application of sound, tactical principles. 

Leadership such as this not only prepares a man for the proper perform- 
ance of his duty in the event of imminent danger, but also trains him as a 
leader in any business or profession in which he may engage in later years. 
The ability to think quickly and correctly is one of the great assets any man 
can possess, and if he has developed that ability in one profession he can very 
readily apply it to another. That is the sort of man that is being sought 
to-day in all vocations. 

Then if the Military Department contributed toward development of such 
qualifications as these, it surely has assisted in laying the foundation of an 
education which will ultimately spell success.

On December 2nd the men were enlisted and the following officers 
elected: Captain, Boxley, T.: First Sergeant, Leterman; Executive Commit- 
tee, Smith, H. O., and Page, H. 

Under the competent supervision of these officers the work has been 
pushed forward rapidly and much interest has been shown not only by the 
members of the Company, but by the entire corps. 

This work received the entire sanction of both Colonel and Major. New 
equipment, valued at four hundred and fifty dollars, has been installed at 
their expense. This, in addition to the apparatus already in use, makes our 
station one of the most complete in this part of the State. 

The station has a “sending” radius of over four hundred miles and the 
receiving capacity is practically unlimited. Weather reports have been re- 
ceived daily and standard time sent out by “Arlington Station” is recorded 
at nine o’clock each night. Many interesting conversations have been carried 
on with amateur operators throughout the State. 

Although some of the fine points still require a little polishing, the sta- 
tion as a whole has made unusual progress during the past year, and wonder- 
ful things are to be expected of it in the future.

Out of a schedule of eight games Augusta emerged twice 
with victory and once with a tie. Surely that is not an enviable 
record if we are to judge from the number of games won. 

But in reviewing the past football season it is not going to 
be the aim of the writer to offer any alibis for the defeats 
sustained. Augusta has lost in the past, and will continue to 
lose, from time to time, in the future. , 

Sut the writer does want to dwell on what he considers a 
growing tendency in the majority of preparatory schools to 
place victory above everything else. We are all agreed that vic- 
tory is a most wonderful thing and the one thing well worth 
fighting for. But do we pause to consider that victory does 
not always rest with the team that scores the greatest number 
of points? Numerically it does; morally, not always; especially 
with boy athletes. 

I say boy athletes because it is the boy who is being dealt with in prepar- 
atory schools and because the preparatory schoolboy is going to carry his 
early training into college and life. And just the way he was taught the 
fundamentals on his prep school team, so, too, will he put them into practice 
on the college team. 

What a wonderful thing it is so to mold a boy’s character 
that he can always play the game clean, taking no unfair ad- 
vantage of his opponent, standing out at all times for the sport- 
manship that should dignify the game. Lacking these traits, 
no athlete can ever be victorious, regardless of how heavy the 
score may be in favor of his side. 

Such is the idea of athletes at Augusta, and such was the 
spirit of the team of ‘20. Regardless of how many games we 
win or lose, we shall always exhort our teams to cherish these 
priceless heritages that have been handed down to us. 

When Captain-elect Lewis called for candidates on the 
22d of October, few believed that such a number would turn 
out as did. The opening practice found well over eighty men 
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on the field, and not until the coaches de- 
cided that the squad would bear cutting did 
the number decrease. Four letter-men from 
the previous year’s team had returned, and 
around this nucleus the team was to be built. 
And with what promising prospects did the 
team go into the Virginia I*reshmen game! 
For three quarters did we play them an 
even battle and against superior weight and 
age too, but in the dying stages of the game 
we had to see them take from us what 
promised to be a hard-earned tie and score 
a touchdown in the last ten seconds of the 
play. But the Virginia game only served to 
awaken the team to realization of an un- 
known strength, and the following week we trounced Massanutten Academy 
badly, 35 to 0. At this stage of a rapidly developing, successful season, the 
coaches found themselves confronted with the greatest of all obstacles— 
overconfidence among the players. Truly did it bear its fruit, when we 
played Woodberry in Charlottesville, our third game. During the entire 
half we had Woodberry on the defensive. 
On four different occasions Augusta had - 
the ball within four yards of Woodberry’s 
line and each time a fumble cost what 
seemed likely to result in a score. But dur- 
ing the second half the team seemed never 
to begin where it had left off, and Wood- 
berry finally made us bow to a 13-to-O de- 
feat.

On Thanksgiving, Shenandoah Valley Academy was met and defeated 

7 to 6 ina game full of heart-rending thrills from beginning to end. No less 

than four times did Augusta work the ball to her opponents’ goal line, only 
to lose it through some error of judgment 


in selecting the proper play or a fumble. 

But fortune smiled on the Blue and 
White in the closing minutes of play, and 
the ever-watchful and persevering Lewis 
picked up a loose ball and ran thirty 
yards for a touchdown, after which Kel- 
logg added the necessary point needed to 
win the game. 

Not always is the best player the best 
leader, but in Lewis, C., at center, the 
team possessed a man who did have the 
rare combination of both. Always fight- 
ing, never losing a single minute of play 
| from injuries, he was an inspiration that 
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is seldom found among preparatory school athletes, and his 
playing at all times was brilliant. 

At the guard positions both Nugent and McClanahan 
played steady, consistent football; and before the season 
ended both had developed into high-grade players. 

In Taylor, C., the team possessed an exceptional tackle, 
one who never tired, a hard man to box, and usually the 
first man down under punts. Nor was Bernheim far be- 
hind him in ability, overcoming lack of weight with a de- 
cided amount of fight and endurance. 

In Crichton, at left end, the team was possessor of a 
truly remarkable player, both offensively and defensively. 
As a defensive player his superior has rarely ever been seen 
in school circles, while he received forward passes with a 
skill and cunning of a baseball player handling a ball. Tem- 
ple was a steady, hard-working player, who was at his best 


in the Staunton game, and who would have performed even more brilliantly 
than he did had not an unfortunate injury forced him to the side line. 
Kellogg, at quarter, though inexperienced and light, was a man always in 
the game to his utmost, and, too, a good defensive man. 
Pillow and Pack ably filled the two half-back positions, 


and they accounted for many of Augusta’s gains through- 
out the season. 

Steele was a really marvelous punter, and on many oc- 
casions he helped his team out of difficulties with his edu- 
cated toe. This, coupled with his offensive ability, made 
him a dangerous man. 

In Fontaine, Bramble, Johnson, T., Page, C., and Bau- 
man the team was well fortified with substitutes. Fon- 
taine, though a letter-man from the previous year’s team 
and from whom much was expected, was forced to the side 
lines early in the season on account of an injured knee. 
Johnson, T., and Bramble need only more experience to 
make them valuable men, while in Page, C., and Bauman 
the team had two fighting half-backs. What with their 
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zeal for work it was difficult to distinguish them from first-string men. Partic- 
ularly was Bauman giving great promise of developing into an all-round star, 
when a painful injury to his thigh, which never seemed quite willing to heal, 
caused him finally to abandon the last three games of the schedule. 

Only those who were closely connected with the daily practices can fully 
realize and appreciate what the value of a scrub team is, both physically and 
morally. To the scrubs the varsity and cadet corps look up with all the re- 
spect and admiration in the world; for it is the lot of the scrubs usually to 
give and never receive. But to the men themselves it must be wonderful 
to know that though something is lacking in make-up to permit them to be- 
come varsity men, nevertheless, they can try; and possibly nature will some 
day remove the obstacle and allow them to win the cherished goal, that of 
“making the big team.” Hail to the scrubs of ’20, and all the other scrub 
teams that have preceded them!

ITH three members of last year’s team returning, Augusta’s 
prospects on the  basket-ball court were exceptionally 
promising. 

The intervening weeks between Thanksgiving and 
Christmas produced material from which were gathered ex- 
cellent running mates to our veterans of the preceding season. 
The time was spent in establishing the fundamentals necessary to a finished 
team. 

A review of our schedule shows that ten of the fifteen contests were vic- 
tories for the Blue and White.

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Baseball 


LESSED is the man who expects nothing, for he shall not be 
disappointed. Last year, at this time, we were more pleased 
than now, insofar as expecting great things from our base- 
ball team was concerned. Then we were beginning a season 
with a squad of unknown quantities and the problem of build- 
ing a team around three letter-men with new cadets, whose 

abilities were unknown, confronted us. The outlook was gloomy, to say the 
least. But the first call for candidates was responded to by some fifty-odd 
men, all brimming with enthusiasm, and imbued with that old Roller spirit; 
and by hard and constant work they shaped into a team that looked good 
beside the best preparatory schools in the country, won over 70 per cent of 
their games, and ended the season in a triple tie for the state championship. 

This year the conditions are quite different. Out of last year’s team there 
returned to school all but two, and, in addition to those, one of the team of 
1918, thus giving us a working nucleus of eight men who have played for 
A. M. A. on winning teams. As far back as last fall the corps began to think 
of 1921’s baseball team, and has been ready to speak of it as one’ that would 
surely give a good account of itself. Therefore, when the call for candi- 
dates was issued about February 20th those men who reported for the first 
practice at once shouldered a tremendous responsibility. The school and its 
supporters were looking for a team that A. M. A. cadets could boast cf and 
on whom the alumni and friends of the school could look back in years to 
come with pride. 

The announcement of first practice brought out on the Clay Bowl some 
forty candidates, and the men set to work with the grim determination that 
the expectations and hopes of those behind should not be shattered; that con- 
fidence should not have been misplaced ; that they would reach the high goal 
set for them. As this is being written, the squad has been working untiringly 
for a month. They have met with reverses and setbacks that were not to be 
expected, but, undaunted by anything, they are going ahead to accomplish 
what they set out to accomplish ; and with the same earnestness of purpose and 
enthusiasm that they are putting into their work, it would seem that no in- 
superable barrier could be put in their way and that their labors are certain to 
be abundantly rewarded. 
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Let it be said in passing that, after all, it is not merely physical baseball 
that makes a team. Real teams are made up of men that combine with their 
physical abilities honest work, unrelenting application, alertnéss of mind, a 
high moral, and an unconquerable spirit. The men who at this time seem 
likely to win prominent berths on the team are as follows: 


Pitchers—Nugent and Phillips. 

Big Sam Nugent needs no introduction to the majority of the RECALL’s 
readers. Last year Sam shouldered a lion’s share of the mound duty and his 
performances were of high caliber. He has speed, curves, and control a-plenty : 
displays good judgment in using what he has and combines with it all a tem- 
perament peculiarly suitable for a pitcher. Off the mound, he is a source of 
great offensive strength, being a hard and constant hitter, fast and smart on 
bases. Sam is assistant captain of his team, and makes Captain Marrow a 
helpful right-hand man. Incidentally, it will be many a day before Sam’s 
crash in the tenth inning at Kable’s is forgotten. : 

Phillips, like Sam, is also a southpaw, and if a month’s observation of his 
work tells anything, he is a worthy running mate for Nugent. “Minny” came 
to us from the “Tar Heel State,” and had it not been for men in school that 
knew him, we should never have suspected that he was a slab artist, as “Minny” 
is a man of few words. However, he was not on the field long before all who 
saw him were convinced that he was a port sider that would be heard of. The 
work he has done so far has been most satisfactory, and everybody is con- 
vinced that no team will have a picnic at his expense, the assortment of antics 
that his offerings cut up being enigmas to batters. He, like Sam, is a “hitting 
pitcher” and has a habit of coming through in a pinch and chasing runners 
across the plate. We have no fear that our pitching department will not be 
taken care of. 

Behind the bat is Pack. Two years Scott chased flies around in right 
field, and was good at it. Then “Bud” Christian was peeking through the iron 
cage, so Scott cast his lot with outer guardians and was a running mate of 
Vogel Diuguid and Mac McWhorter. Smith, last year’s old reliable, having 
dropped out of school, Scott has donned the shin guard and mask and is 
making a worthy battery mate for the two lefties. He is a good receiver, a 
fair thrower, a heavy hitter, a hard worker, and with a little more experience 
at his new position will be having us think the halcyon days of “Uncle Bud” 
are returning. 
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Hulvey, a “rat,” who hails from across the hill, is doing the work of 
first base. While young and without a great deal of experience, he is per- 
forming creditably at the initial sack, and bids fair to be a stellar first base- 
man before the season is well under way. Dwight stabs low ones, high and 
wide ones with ease, has a good arm and is always heart and soul in the game. 
He has considerable hitting propensities and pitchers who face him are in 
trouble. Though not a George Sisler, Dwight compares most favorably with 
the best prep school first sackers. 

Charlie Moseley, who, with a spectacular play in the last game with 
Kable’s in 1920, retired the last man in the ninth and enabled Roller’s to 
make a thrilling tenth-inning finish, is back at school. And the keystone sack 
is being well looked after. Charlie is a fast, hard working, consistent player, 
covering a lot of ground; receives throws well, and is an all-round reliable 
baseman. While he does not pose as a flashy ball player, he has a habit of 
making these impossible plays at the psychological moment and more than 
once has pulled his team out of a hole by beautiful stops and throws. Charlie 
came in from the outfield in mid-season. He filled the place left vacant by 
an injury to Captain Deal, who was playing a great game at second. He 
kept his standard set by his predecessor, and we are looking for him to con- 
tinue the good work. 

In the shortfield Joe Hatchett is cavorting around like a “Rabbit” 
Maranville and grabbing ‘em here, yonder, and everywhere. Joe is what 
might be appropriately called a wonderful shortstop. He is as fast as the 
wind, has a splendid arm, is a good hitter, an exceptional base runner, and 
is possessed of an unusual amount of baseball sense. No matter what may 
be the stage of the game, you can always depend on Joe to be in the thick of 
the play, full of pep and fighting with all his soul. He captains the infield, 
and the generalship that he displays, coupled with his playing abilities, makes 
him a most valuable asset. Many worse shortstops than Joe have been seen 
in colleges, and few better. 

“Toad” Pillow gambols around the ‘hot corner’? and need not doff his 
hat to the best of those that essay guardianship duties of the high temperature 
hassock. ‘‘Toad” is a player that is forever plugging away and a game is 
never over for him till the last man in the ninth is out. From slow rolling 
bunts to cannon ball daisy clippers, ‘“Toad”’ handles them all with unconcern, 
and woe to the batsman who chances to pop in his territory. At the bat he 
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wields a “wicked willow,” and few games that “Toad” does not have an extra 
base hit or two chalked up to his credit. His big heart and genial disposition 


have endeared him to all his teammates, and his presence amongst the players, 
both on and off the field, helps tremendously to keep them in that happy frame 
of mind that enables them to get the maximum results from their efforts. 

The left garden is presided over by Captain Marrow, who is now play- 
ing his third season with the varsity. In former years Tom has been a fast, 
rangy outfielder, and now he looks even better than before. If for nothing 
else that he has done on a ball field, Tom would always be remembered for a 
running one-hand made at Woodberry in 1919, which saved the game for us. 
That was his first year on the team, and ever since then he has been a mountain 
of defensive strength. Tom uses the bat effectively, and is a dangerous man 
with men on bases. The team thought highly enough of him to select him 
for their captain, and an excellent captain he is making. He takes great pride 
and interest in his team, of whom he is justly very proud; and under his 
leadership they do all of which they are capable. 

Mechanical Ott is waltzing around in the middle field, his old camping 
ground. “Mech” was unfortunately taken with the mumps at the beginning 
of the season and has not gotten back, to his old-time form, but it is safe to 
bet that it will not be long before he will be chasing flies in Tris Speaker 
style and pressing the home-run button quite frequently. Last year “‘Mech” 
had few peers in the field, and with the bludgeon he was a veritable demon. 
“Mech” has a great deal of natural ability and plays the game not alone for the 
love of it, but to win. He puts all he has into his work, and is never so far 
behind that discouragement overcomes him, not so far ahead that he becomes 

‘careless. Win or lose, “Mech” plods along, and a man with these qualities 
is invaluable. 

In the right pasture, under the shade of the tall trees overlooking the 
verdant valley of sparkling Lilly Creek, is diminutive “Monk” Eller. This is 
the second year that “Monk” has stood sentry over that section, and it has 
been well guarded. Though small in stature, “Monk” fills a big hole on the 
team, as he is one of the fastest and wisest outfielders that you run across 
in preparatory schools. He is good at handling ground balls as well as 
shagging the sphere in its aerial course, has a good arm, and covers a vast 
amount of territory. At the bat and on bases “Monk” is a man always to be 
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reckoned with by the opposition, thus adding considerable offensive strength 
to the team. ‘‘Monk” leaves for West Point in June, and we expect to see 
his name in the cadet line-up before long. 

Space does not admit of a special mention of all names that might be 
put here, therefore only those who at present comprise the varsity have been 
spoken of. Below is a list of all members of the squad, several of whom 
are showing marked ability. 

An article of this kind would be very incomplete with all remarks confined 
to the varsity team. There are two other organizations that deserve as much 
mention as the first team, but unfortunately never get it; they are the so-called 
scrubs and the corps. Were it not for the self-sacrifice of the scrubs and the 
loyal support of the corps, the team could not approach what it is. To them 
is due a vast deal of the credit that is, by the nature of things, bestowed upon 
the team that actually represents the school. Certainly the scrubs could not 
be more helpful or faithful, nor the corps more loyal than they are, and what- 
ever success the team may meet with is attributable in a large measure to the 
sacrificing of the scrubs and the loyalty of the corps.

HEN, on March Ist, Major Roller issued the call for can- 
didates for track, over fifty men responded. At a meeting 
of the men of last year’s track squad, Fontaine was elected 
to the responsible position of captain, with Taylor, C, as 
his assistant. Captain Fontaine began immediately to mer- 
shal his forces and to arrange his men in their respective 
places; for he intends that this year’s team bring to Augusta the honors of 
the cinder path which it deserves, and that it shall live up to the reputation al- 
ready established by victorious teams of former years. 


After a month of hard training and untiring effort on the part of all 
candidates, some wonderful prospects have been developed. Magie, J., more 
fleet of foot than ever, has made such slashing cuts in the time required for 
him to cover the hundred-yard course that he has put a feeling of ease in 
the hearts of all. Kellogg and Kelley, W., are showing up wonderfully in 
the two-twenty dash. Hogshire, F., a new man at Augusta this year, has 
developed unexpectedly into a fast sprinter. [Fontaine and Kelley will do 
credit to the Blue and White in the four-forty dash. Kellogg and Taylor, 
C., the latter of whom was so successful in last year’s meet, are in good form 
at hurling the javelin. Augusta is to be ably represented this year in the 
weights, pole vault, and discus throw by Fontaine, Taylor, C., Sanders, 
Bridger, and Gerow. Magie, J., Kelley, and Kellogg expect to carry away 
first place in the hurdles. Gerow, Fontaine, and Hogshire are showing good 
form in the high and running broad jumps. The half mile will probably 
be run by McPherson, Heistand, and Montague. McPherson and Heistand 
are both showing up well. Montague runs with the speed and facility of the 
thorough track veteran that he is. Heistand and Standiford intend to carry 
away first honors in the mile run. Although these men are for the most 
part rather inexperienced in the ways of the track, hard work and consistent 
training are sure to tell, and we are expecting our representatives to bring 
home the honors from many events. 

As the RECALL goes to press before the track season actually begins, we 
can only prophesy and hope as to the results. However, the schedule has 
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been arranged, and the first important meet will be held at Charlottesville, 
April 23, the triangular meet with Woodberry Forest and the Virginia Fresh- 
men. On April 30th will be the dual meet at Staunton, and the entire squad 
intends to be in the best of condition by that time. On May 7th comes the 
sate meet at Charlotesville. Every man who represents A. M. A. is fully 
determined to do his utmost, not only to uphold the old and established 
traditions of his Alma Mater, but also to bring new honors to her name. 

Major Roller has been untiring in his efforts to bring the team up to 
perfection, and to him will be due the credit of its success.

Swimming, as a sport, came into prominence at Augusta last year and another star was 
added to her fast-growing athletic crown. This year’s team has not failed to hold up the 
standards set last year. Even though Augusta was not the victor in either of the two meets 
staged we are justly proud of the showing she made. 

A great deal of interest was shown in the sport from the first, as was evidenced by the 
number of men who answered the call for try-outs. Practices were held in the tank of the 
Staunton Y. M. C. A. about three times a week during the fall. It was no easy task to pick 
a team from the list of men out and each place on the team was won after a hard contest. 

After about two weeks of training the first meet was held in the tank of the Staunton 
Y.M.C. A. on December 11th, with the Central High School of Washington, D. C. The boys 
from Washington showed a score of 52 to 16. For A. M. A., Eldon and Dwyer took first and 
second place, respectively, in the plunge. Tanner placed second in the back stroke and third 
in the 100. Magie, J.. Harryman, McPherson, and ‘Dearborn each took third place in an event. 
The springboard was not.in good condition so the fancy dive was held for exhibition only. 

On February 24th, a Dual Meet was staged with the Washington and Lee in the tank 
of the beautiful Washington and Lee Doremus Gymnasium. The meet was a bitterly con- 
tested one from the first but one of A. M. A.’s men was disqualified on a technicality in the 
final event, giving the meet to the Freshmen with a score of 34 points to A. M. A.’s 33. The 
meet began with an easy victory for A. M. A. Magie, J., and Dwyer took first place in the 
fifty-yard dash and plunge, respectively; Magie, J., also took second place in the fancy dive 
and swam on the relay. However, Harryman was second in both the back stroke and the 220. 
Linn annexed second place in the fifty and Eldon was second in the’ plunge. Tanner took 
third place in the back stroke and swam on the relay. Bowman was third in the breast and 
Marston was third in the 100. 

Magie, J., was the largest point runner of the season, followed for a close by Harryman.
